then filléd up at once-or, better still, drained, as 
long since récommeénded hy Dr. Clark and my- 
self, the anopheles will reappear in them direct~ 
ly axy effort at killing them: is relaxed.

J. J. Bryan, Sanitary Surveyor, in a 
letter dated 3rd Decombor, aid :—"'Phe only 
pieco of availablo-ground that I. can find iu tha 
vicinity of the Cattle Market ia tho portion 
coloured red'on tha onclosed tracing, of which 
ouly about 2,000 square foot can’ be used, na tho 
ground is rathor marshy, I have had it cloured, 
the ground water diverted, and it is ‘now ready 
for uso. When I visited the present burial ground 
last Monday I found that a carcase of a pig bad 
jest heen buried only one foot six inches below 
the surface of the,ground. . The steneh all. over 
the ground was abominabld and led me to suppose 
that most of the other carcases were buried at- 
about the samo dopth. ‘fo nyoid a recurrence 
of this in the new ground I am having. two 
trenches dag, one for. centile six. fect deep and 
ono for.sheop und pigs five foct doop. If 
the C. V. 8. will notify. me whon: these are 
iillet I will have others prépared. I woutd 
suggest. that’ in future all carcasea. should 
be “buried in lime. This. ground is only 
sufficient to lust for aboot two months, .or 
at the most three, aud it therefore “becomes 
imperative that tho Board make other argeuge- 
ments for the disposal of these carcastal In 
wy opinion, as previously stated, a cromatori- 
um. for cattle would be found to be too expopsive 
in working, and I would suggest that after the 
prosont ground is used, ond ponding the erection. 
of a destructor, nll condemned carcases of 
animals should be taken out to sew and ander 
propor supervision weighted und thrown ovor- 
poard.” . 

Dr. Hartigan minuted — Would it not 
be well'to uso lime over the old portion of. the 
burial’ ground as well as over tho now. Carry- 
ing carcases to sen is ineffective and expensive. 
‘Af least that was tho general opinion whan the 
experiment was tried: in 1896) at the Dairy 
Ferm, - ° 

Tho Hon. BR: D. Ormeby—"T have written to 
England and Bombay for plans and estimates 
for a suitable crematorium for disposing of the 
carcases uf cattle and pigs, ond a German firm’ 
are also going te send in a tendor with plan. 
Before-anything can be built I think we will 
have to resort to taking the carcasés out to sea.” 

Dr. Harriean ssid that the place where 
these carcages wore being buriad was getting in 


| close proximity to the new infectious hospital, 


and that was ono reason why he wanted to 
know where the infectious hospital wis going 
to bo placed. . 

Dr. CuaRK thought the aitention of the 
Government should be directed to the urgency of 
this matter. The wasteland inthoneighbourhood 
of the Cattle Depots had for yenrs past bean usell | 
for dumping dead cattle and dead pigs, with the 
result: that tho soil was saturated with de- 
composing animals and was most offensive to 
the ameil. On his suggestion a week. or two 
ago the Sanitary Surveyor visited the spot and 
marked out.an additional sito for the interment 
of these carcases,. but: he told him that would 
only be sufficient for three months.

It is noticed earthworms are being 
gradually distributed in new places in the roots 
of transported plants.
